Although this drink has long been rec 
ognlred for Its pleasing taste, It wnt 
only comparatively recently that U 
waa fiuind to be of value In prevent- 
ing ncldoHls— a (|uallty which had 
previously been credited chlelly to the 
citric fruits.

And If care is 
taken In the conking process the 
canned foods will have approxlnuitely 
the same food value as Ihe fresh. 

Save the Vitamins. 

In canning any one tif these lliri-o 
foods— peaches, grapes or corn— care i 
should lie taken to avnhl oxidation and ' 
over-c((oklng as llils is destructive to 
tlu! Vitamins A and C\ one or both of 
which Is pre.->ent in good (pntntitles In 
eacii of the.se foods and should not be 
losL 

U'liether you are canning vegetable.i 
or fruits, l»e sure that you select fresh, 
llrni produetH lu excellent condition. 
Cleanliness is anntlier item of para- 
mount Importance. In canning vege- 
tables llrst scrub them thornnghly In 
riuining water If possible, then pre- 
pare them as for labln use and cook 
thum inunediiitely. When completely 
healed to the boiling point, put In 
clean hot jars and seal tightly. 

Not all vegetables are attractive 
when canneil; corn Is one of the com 
parntlvely few which Is popular In 
caimed form as well as when fresh. 
A can of corn Is one of the nm.st con- 
venient things a housewife can have 
on hand, for by adding to It milk, 
cheese or egg, she can create a com- 
plete meal In one dish.

A.: Not a cont Is used for other 
than service and relief work; in fact 
moro money Is spent by Posts and 
Units for relief than Is obtained from 
the poppy sales.
